Thrift in the individual and thrift in 
the government are more closely related 
than is often realized. This is a great 
truth, and 6ne which it is high time~ 
several millions of people were beginning 
to ponder over. They ery for economy 
and for the elimination of waste in 
government, but do not practice due 
economy themselves, and do not eliminate 
waste in their own business or private 
affairs. Only as we as a people ‘become 


» individually more thrifty, more saving, 


more economical, more conserving, can 
we expect our city councils, our state 
legislatures, our congress to be likewise. 

Consider thrift in its relation to the 
industries df the country. If everybody 
should spend his entire income every 
year there never would be any money 
for investment beyond that which is 
already invested; no new enterprises 
could be floated, and improvements of 
every kind, public and private, would 
be at an end. The world’s supply of new 
capital is simply the margin between the 
world’s income and its expenditures. 

The habitual spendthrift is a menace 
to the community and the nation. The 
careful citizen, guided by a true sense of 
the value of property, is a safeguard to 
our institutions. Habits of extravagance 
tend to make trouble, in the family, the 
community, the nation. 

cAn ‘‘American Society for Thrift’? has 
just been organized in the East, the dis- 
patches state, with the avowed purpose 
of promoting nationally the individual 
thrift which is the basis of good citizen- 
ship and community prosperity. Men of 
prominence, including several state 


governors, are back of the movement, 
which aims to advocate a broad and sen- 
sible view of economy, pointing out to 
the people that thrift is not meanness 
but management. 

The continued rise in the cost of living, 
unaccompanied to any great extent by a 
corresponding increase in individual in- 
comes, is making many an American 
family right-about-face in the matter of 
personal and domestic economy.
